At the moment 
the stalemate ix complete 
dexpite the Intest assurance 
given by the United States 
that whe would be willing 
tu consider invitations 
being extended to neutrala 
to inke part) in the din- 
cussions after the  con- 
ference has actually started, 
The composition of the con- 
ference in ostensibly the 
main bone of contention, 
yet bt has become more and 
more discernible that both 
aides are mightily concerned, 
over the contentious 
question of, Korea's unifica- 
tlon which muat inevitably 
become one of the main 
subjects for discussion once 
the conference has been 
called Into KesBion. 
Significantly it ia reported 
from Washington that 
attention is being paid to 
say formula for an agreed 
xettlement in which the 
Communists would be 
offered Korean neutralisn- 
tion and the withdrawal of 
all foreign troops, in return 
for free elections and 
peaceful Korean unification, 
The proponents of this 
formula argue that’ the 
Communists might agree to 
a non-Communisat Korean 
buffer alnte provided 
American troops were with- 
drawn from the Asian 
continent. And aa for the 
United States, a ° unified 
non-Communist Koren and 
the withdrawal of American 
‘ troopa are both, it ia eon- 
tended, desirable objectives, 


UT while this proposal may 
_be considered by both 
sides to possess sufficient 
merit for approval and 
adoption, | President Syng- 
“man Rhee has already made 
it very clear that he will 
fight to the denth against 
any formula for aneutralised 
Korea. Rhee is also con- 
tomptuous of the suggestion 
that penceful unification of 
the country ‘is fensible. He 
docs not believe that such 
an arrangement can be 
negotiated, and his own 
inclination is to have the 
fasue settled by the Koreans 
themselves—in other words 
letting South and North 
Koren fight it out, minus 
participation by any foreign 
forces, But those best able 
to judge nre today fairly 
certain that Rhee is no 
longer in.n position, logis-

nounced here tonight. 


The Egyptinn Revolutionary 
Council, of which President 
Mohammed Naguib js chairman, 
commuted this first death sen- 
tence passed by -the Revolutlon- 
ary Tribunal. 4

He was chief of the Royal 
Cabinet, at the start of the war.

morning of August 16.

“The accused, during In- 
vestigation, clearly 
he had two goals, One was the 
dissolution of the Majlis (Lower 
House of Parliament) and, as he 
says, ‘when I reached this goal, 
I reallsed there was only one 
power that could overthrow my 
Government; Shch's 
Court.’" 

Messndegh was quoted ns 
saying that when‘the Shah was 
in Rome, “I intended to give 
the Sheh a deadline for resign- 
ing or returning to the country 
in-a-short_.time. If. .1_got.no 
reply, I would then have done 
whatever 1 considered ddvisable 
for the country.” | 

The charges sald this proved 
he had “ill intentions’ towards 
the Shah and that he was try- 
ing to force him to abdicate In 
ardor to ‘upset the dynasty to 
reach his goal.” 

The charges also sald 
Mossudegh wes “the iain per- 
son” ‘behind the  anti-Shah 
street demonstrations on 
August 17. They clalmed that 
Mossadegh instructed the 
security authorities not to in- 
terfere with the destruction of 
statues of the Shah's father, 
Reza Pahlevi,, tn Teheran’s 
squares on August 17.

London, Oct. 4. 


Cardinal Griffin, Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Westminster, tonight rejected as “monstrous,” accusa- 
tions that Cardinal Stefan -Wyszynslsi, Primate of 
Poland, had acted against the interests of his country. 


“The 


Polish Primate was reported to have 


been 


suspended from his duties on September 28 and allowed 
to retire to a monastery ‘on the grounds that he engaged 
in activities against the State. ae, 


In ‘the nome of. Roman 
Catholics tx England and Wales, 
Cardinal Griffin declared: “Wo 
are totally umconvinetd by tha 
charges trumped up against 
him by his persecutors." 

He expressed “horror and in- 
“dignation” of “this mockery’ of 
justice and truth” and asked: 

“Can it be that the Com- 
munist Government’ of Poland 
thinks the free world so gullible 
ag to be taken in by this arrant 
nonsense? 

“Or is i that they ara con- 
Adent that we In the West, who 
so frequently receive reports of 
these arrests and trials, ‘are no 
longer Ukely to bo interested in 


| the fate which hos befa}ien our 


herocs and martyrs?” 

Cardinal Griffin said that by 
laying joeriligious hands upon 
Cardinal Wy: his Com- 
ccunist persecu rs had aroused 
the indignation of thd entire 
Christian. world. 

WOULD BE TRAGIC 

Cardinal Griffin ‘sald “that the 
statesmen of the world, in thelr 
deep desire for’ peace and their 
efforts to ease international ten- 
sion, should not bdiind them- 
selves to this bitter attack upon 
religious {reedom in Poland. 
‘."It would be tragic indeed if 
thelr silence were interpreted as 
condonation. World ‘opinion 
found a real volee when Car- 
dinol Mindszenty was arrested 
and tried.
